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DETAILED ACTION «> 

1 . This Office Action is the answer to the Amendment filed on June 4, 2002, which paper 
has been placed of record in the file. 

2. Claims 1-13, 15, 16, 18, and 23 are pending in this application. 

Examiner's Amendment 

3. Applicant includes claims 14, 17, 22, and 24 in the Amendment, the claims has been 
canceled in the Amendment filed on December 21, 2001, therefore, the claims are no longer 
maintained in this application. Correction is made by Examiner. 

Drawings 

4. Since the application having been allowed, applicant is encouraged to submit formal 
drawings in response to this Office action. The early submission of formal drawings will permit 
the Office to review the drawings for acceptability and to resolve any informalities remaining 
therein before the application is passed to issue. This will avoid possible delays in the issue 
process. 
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Allowable Subject Matter/Reasons for Allowance 

5. The closest priors art, Saari discloses system and method to charge for network 
connection usage in which the billing unit computes the connection usage charges based 
connection time or amounts of data transferred during the connection (see column 5, lines 33- 
45). Koperda (US 6,230,203) discloses a system for providing flexible billing based on amount 
of network resources consumed which is the amount of data transmitted or the connect time of a 
network access device. Ginzboorg (US 6,240,091) discloses an implement access service in 
which the charging server collects the charging records generated by the user's terminal when the 
user's terminal access to the access servers operated by access service providers (see columns 5- 
15). Therefore, it is clear from the description of Saari's, Koperda's, and Ginzboorg's inventions 
that the prior arts do not considered the possibility of obtaining network flow data independent 
from accounting start-stop event data and correlating accounting start-stop event data and 
network flow data in to a subscriber specific call detail record unique to user by matching 
accounting start-stop event data associated with user with network flow data associated with 
user, as included in claims 1,13,15,16, and 23, a network flow adapter in communication with 
network flow data in dependent from accounting start-stop event data and an integrating 
accounting adapter in communication with accounting adapter and network flow adapter, 
wherein integrating gi accounting adapter correlates accounting start-stop event data and network 
flow data in to a subscriber specific call detail record unique to user by matching accounting 
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start-stop event data associated with user with network flow data associated with user , as 
included in claim 18. 

6. Claims 2-12, are allowed because they are dependent claims of the allowable 
independent claim 1.

7. Claims 1-13, 15, 16, 18, and 23 are allowed.
